AT THE 
CORONATION. 


The United States Will Be Fittingly 


Represented. 


W*ahj)ngton, Jan. 3.—II is under- 


stood' 'Chat a way may be found by 
which two naval officers of high rank 
•will take part in the coronation exer- 
cises at London. The question of se- 
lecting officers for this service has 
n<k*^tet beon considered by the presi- 
dent or the secretary of the navy, but 
the prospect that such selections will 
be made has caused much specula- 
tlo%in naval circles. The present in- 
d$|atfons are thai the president will 
•elect a civilian representative for the 
coronation and also one officer of the 
army and one officer ot the navy tq 
accompany the civilian. Quite apart 
from this Iho navy will be represent 
cd by a squadron in English waters 
with a rear admiral in command. The 
effect of this arrangement will be to 
place two naval officers of high rank 
in wrvlce In connection with tho < or 
onation. 


Concord, Jan. 3.—The officials of 


tho White Mountains division of the 
Boston & Maine road are making 
groat efforts to get a temporary 
structure across the Pemigewasset 
river at Bridgewatcr, to leplacc the 
bridge burned in the accident of yes- 
terday.

seat tho year as having been phenomenal 
in almost e% <?:•>', particular. In New EUR- 
liind the year went by the name of "eisht- 
mi hundred and starve to death;" and 
the summer mouths are known ib history 
as "tbe cold summer of 1S1G," so remark- 
able was the temperature. 
' The sun's rays seemed to be destitute 
of heat, and all nature was clad in a sa- 
ble hue. Men and women became fright- 
ened and iuuigiued that the fire in the 
sun was being rapidly extinguished and 
that the world would soon come to an 
end. Ministers took the phenomenon for 
the text of their sermons, and pscudo sci- 
entific men talked of things they knew 
not of, while the fanatics took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
zations. 


The winter of 1815-10 was very cold in 


Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did not in any way indicate 
the severe weather that soon prevailed. 
Kven the almanacs were silent, and, al- 
though the usual indications "about now 
look out for cold •uoather" or "this is a 
good time lor snow" were entered iu the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
tbe winter predictions, those used for 
ehrouiclhig the plensanter mouths had uo 
such alarming: warnings. 


January was mild, so much so that for 


days the people allowed their fives to go 
out, as artificial hoat made the building* 
micomfortably 
warm. 
This 
pleasant 


weather was broken by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed in a few days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
set in. March "came in like a lion, but 
went out liko a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in tftV climatic conditions of 
the mouth which differed from tliobe gpn- 
prally found in the windy season. April 
^as tbe advance guard of this ptrango 
freak in temperature. Tbe early Jays 
wcro warm and bright, but as the mouth 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
ended in ice and snow and a very low 
tomppratui'p. To those who delighted in 
balmy May days and loved to watch the 
building f!o\vt'!-s the May of 1S1C> was a 
bitter disappoint raozt. Tine, buds enmo, 
but so did the frost, and one night laid nil 
vegetation a blackened waste. Corn was 
killed, nnd the fields had to bo made ready 
for another planting, but the people's as- 
tonishment was 
complete 
wlu-n 
they 


found ice formed to the thickness of half 
an inch in the pools. .lunc, the "month of 
roses," was this year a month of ice and 
desolation. Tho "oldost inlmbitnnt" was 
surpriH'il, for never before hud the mer- 
cury Hunk '.o low in the tube in these lat- 
itudes in the hist month of spring. Frost, 
k'e and snow were cfiiunioii. Almost ev- 
ery green thinu that had taken advantage 
of a ftnv warm days to develop wns 
killed, and various kinds of fir.it wore 
nearly ;s!l destroyed. One day the beauti- 
ful snow 1'eil to a depth of ten inches :n 
Vermont, seven inches in Maine au«l 
t'.K-ee hulios in Massachusetts and con- 
tuil New York. Matters were b<>s:ir.ning 
to be interpstinf- IVo[$e were undecided 
whether to spend the winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day the latter resorts WITO desirable, and 
the- next would decide in favor of the 
former, but on the whole the southern 
1'iiiie wns pnfcrred. 
.Inly -u.is accompanied by frost and 


CP, and those u ho celebrated the, clarions 
'"ourth "not wisely lint too well" found 
in abundance of ice handy for immediate 
isi> the next morring. It was not very 
hick, not more th.in one-sixteenth of an 
nth, but it was ice, and it caused the 
flood people of Xew England.

oolc grave. That month Indian corn \\as 
lostroycd in all but the. most favored lo- 
cations. and but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely Aunnst would put an end to 


such cold weather, but the fanners ns 
veil as hotel proprietors wore doomed to 
lisnppninlnient. The midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than the 
1,1 vs aheady passed. Ice formed even 
hieker than it had done the month bo- 
fore, and corn was so badly frozen that 
t was cut for foddpr, and almost every 
jrecn plant in this country as well as 
F.uropf was frozen. 
Papers 
received 


from England stated that the 50111: 181(5 
nonld be remembered by tho generation 
then living as a yen*- in which there was 
no summer. 


What little corn ripened in the unex- 


losed states was worth almost its weight 
n silver, and farmers were compelled to 
provide themselves with com grown in 
1815 for the seec! they used in the spring 
of 1817. This seed never cost so much, 
[>eing difficult to get even at §3 per 
bushel. 


The last month of summer was ushered 


in bright and warm, and for two weeks 
the now almost frozen people began to 
thaw out. It was the mildest weather of 
the year, and just as the inhabitants got 
fairly to appreciate it old Boreas and 
Tack Frost came along aud whitened and 
hardened everything in their path. Ou 
the 16th ICR formed a quarter of an inch 
thick, and winter clothing that had been 
laid away for a few days was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By this time the people 
had given up all hopes of again seeing 
the flowers bloom or hearing the birds 
sing and began to prepare for a hard 
winter. 
v 


October kept up the reputation of its 


predecessors, as there was scarcely a day 
that the thermometer registered higher 
than 30 degrees. November was also ex- 
tremely cold, and sleighing was good the 
first week of the month; but, strange to 
relate, December was the mildest and 
most comfortable month of the entire 
year, a condition which led many people 
to believe that the seasons had changed 
about. 


Of course tho cold spell sent brend- 


stutfs to an unheard of price, and it wai 
Impossible to obtain for table use many 
of the common vegetables, as they were 
required for seed. Flour sold in 1*517 in 
tbe cities for $13 per barrel, and the av- 
erage price of wheat in England was 07 
•hillings per quarter.— Boston Globe. 


CARE CF THE CANARY. 


A. Denier TetU How the Bird BliowUI 


U* Handled. 


A Sixth arenue bird dealer when nsked 


tow to care for the frail' claws f>£ thi- ca- 
nary said: "In handling n bird it Is ul- 
wnys wel! to use a silk handkeroiu-f or 
you vKI find after a few moment.? that 
tho bird will rest limp in the hand. This 
is not heoause it is tiime, but you have 
drained its vitality by contact with the? 
hand. A silk glove on the hand is eveni 
better than the handkerchief". YVMK- the 
bird is lying on his back in the h:: rui. tho 
law can be inspected by holding it l»e- 
ween the thumb and forefinger, and the 
nails can be carefully trimmed with sharp 
scissors. Care must be taken to hold tho 
nail up to the light and avoid cutting 
near the little vein line that extends 
;ome way down. If the claws are allow- 
ed to get too long, they will curl up and 
trip the bird and probably cause so-;9 
feet. 
i-To provide salt nnd keep the bill 


sharp and prevent it from becoming too 
ong a piece of cuttlefish should always be 
kept in the cage. Care must be taken -not 
to hang a canary's cage too high, espe- 
cially in a room where the gas will bo 
lighted at night, as the air in the upper 
part of the room becomes exhausted, and 
the bird is weakened. Even iu summer 
weather the cage should be covered at 
night, as birds are sensitive to drafts. If. 
a bird catches a slight cold, this can usu- 
ally be remedied by hanging n piece ot 
fat pork in the cage. The bird will peck 
at it, and unless tho trouble is serious the 
pork will cure it.

"Trousseau" comes fiom 
the French "tronsso," a bundle. "IIosu" 
is an Anglo-Saxon (Jorninu word, derived 
from the Icelandic "hsa." ''}J,tp}t'c" is. the 
Antdo-Rfxxon for stocking, which Cleans a 
trunk. "Garter" comes from "jarretioro," 
the French word, and "garotte," the Ital- 
ian, which denotes the he-iul of tbe knoa.

A number of little sacks, like water 


Be- 
fore the crab sets off he takes In water 
by filling hla sacks, just as an cngiuc 
might do.

on to his gills and keep them moist, so 
that lie does not suffer either from heat 
or drynesa.—Mary Jilrby in Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

Begin with a 
small quantity of whatever fertilizer 
you use, and increase tho amount as 
the plant increases in growth, being 
careful not to overdo the matter.
